H, Pnj?h, eldest son of the late Gen. I. 0. 
Pugh, who was born and brought np in 
Decatur, He is now a resident of Frank- 
lin county, Missouri, where he is practi- 
cing law, and doing the Lord service BB 
chairman of tbe Republican county cen- 
tral committee. He Bends us the follow- 
ing copy lot a letter received by him, re- 
calling one of the bloodiest incidents of 
the war, in which the present Democratic 
candidate for governor of that state bore 
a conspicuous, if disgraceful, part: 


SCLLIVA.N, Ho., Sept, 27th, 1884. 


MB. Puon:— 


As you wish me to give the particulars of 


the shooting of, my brother by the rebels, I 
will do so. 


There were three men killed at my mother's 


house and they are all burled there in ono 
grave, about one mile and ft half from Spring 
Creek mill1. They are, my brother, John Hy. 
Jesse, my brother-in-law, Abtier Moody, ana a 
Iriend of ours, Samuel Hays. My brother 
Newton Jesse, waa with them at the time, but 
he made his escape by continuing to run un- 
til he could hide in the woods. 


The day before they were killed we received 


the news that the rebel army was coming right 
through here and my brother Jasper went oft 
to join the militia, but brothers John and 
Newton, Abner Moody and Samuel Hays, all 
stayed at home and thought thc-y would keep 
out of the way by staying out in tbe woods 
most of the time. On the morning they were 
killed, they were all at our house and were 
standing together in tho yard, brother Newton 
trying to get them to go ofl Into the woods. I, 
too, went out and told them I wished they 
would get out of the way If they flid come. 


Abner said, "now don't you get EO scared, 


an army don't move as f net as you think, for 
they will not bo here before to-moi row," but 
just as he spoke we saw the rebels coming 
iibout three hundreds ynrs off. Mother was 
standing-in the door, she said to them, "dont 
run, they will kill you sure," but they did 
run. Abner was so badly crippled from tho 
wound that he got in the Union army that be 
could not run to do any good nnd they stopped 
to glvo up, but they were shot down as soon as 
tho rebels got near them. Brother John was 
not killed dond,-he lived about eighteen 
hours alter he was shot,—and s*ld, "they ro .e 
right up to me before they shot. 1 beuged 
them not to shoot me, but they done it any 


Alter tho shooting they got oft '.heir horses 


and robbodahuir vicUrus by takiuu the things 
out of ihc-Ir pockets. They took brother John's 
pocket book with tour dollars in it, hiskoifc 
£nd silk handkerchief. None of tbe men about 
ua had duns anything to be killed lor. Abner 
Moody hud been in the Union aim;. When 
thei rodu back to the house they hurrahed 
mlirbtlly tor Mnrmaduke, Jell Davis aud the 
Southern Confederacy. Mother and I and 
brother Jasper's wil'e nnd her sister were all 
thnt were present at the time of the shooting. 
'Mother and 1 got uiy brother John Into tuo 
house aud late in the evening Mr. Ketterer, 
Mr Glass aud Mr. Bennett Thurmond camo 
and carried the dead men In. They were also 
hklini? out trorn the rebels. The tnenas inat 
came nnd helped 113 cnro for and bury our 
dead won) Mr. Henry H. Doyle and wilc-Mr. 
Bennett Thurmond nnd wife. Mr. Tensdnle 
nnd son, James Teasdule, Mr. AVm. Henry An- 
derson and Mrs. Frederick Speck. 
Mr. Pugh, moke any uso of this statement 
that you wish, because I would like for tho 
people t j know it nil over tho Slate. The 
Democrats say, let the war cry die away, but 
they bring it fresh to our cars with tho name 
of Marmaduke. Yes thoso hidcou? yells, 
those cruel oaths, the sounding of lire arms 
and boast that they were obeying the orders 
of their great commander, Marmaduke, still 
ring in our ears. Eveiy patriotic citizen of 
the State of Missouri ought to blush at the 
name of Marmaduke. Just twenty years ago 
be was engaged In destroying this Stato and 
no man can donylt.
